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a front-page editorial by Dave Atkins 

As most of you know, | have never 
before taken a stand, or asked you to 
vote a certain way, on any election is- 
sue, nor have | endorsed any candidate 
in this paper in the last four years. 

This, however, is one time that | in- 
tend to break away from my usual pol- 
icy and ask you for your help, mainly 
for what | believe to be your own best 
interest. 

Anyone who lives in or around the 
cities of Romulus, Wayne, Huron, Tay- 
lor, and Dearborn Heights is aware of 
the seemingly perpetual condition of 
County roads in our area — namely bad! 
The same thing is true of the County 
drains that are not, in my opinion, taken 
care of the way they should be. 

Airport noise and/or the expansion 
of the Airport have nothing to do with 
County roads and drains, but | believe 
that we can see from the County’s past 
actions, as awhole, just how much trust 
we can put in anything that they tell us. 

If we look at the poor shape that the 
roads and drains in Wayne County are 
in, what would cause us to believe that 
the Airport won't be in the same condi- 
tion in the next two decades? 

In an editorial that appeared in the 
October 12, 1990 edition of The Detroit 
News, voters were urged to vote ‘‘yes”” 
on the Metro Airport bonds. The News 
editors list all kinds of reasons why we 
should support the referendum, and | 
agree that a “yes” vote would probably 
be good for the City of Detroit and some 
of the northern suburbs. (If Metro is 
expanded, there would be less of aneed 
for expansion at City Airport, thereby 
saving the northern suburbs from the 
outrageous noise, fuel-spillage, and 
traffic problems that those of us near 
Metro must face.) 

Quite frankly, it would seem that 
Northwest Airlines and the County as 
a whole would be better served if the 
expansion took place at City Airport 
because of its close proximity to Down- 
town Detroit. Unless | am mistaken, 
Detroit’s mayor, Coleman Young, would 
like nothing better. 

The Detroit News said, “Airport of- 
ficials have embarked on along-range 
program to keep pace with the needs 
of a dynamic, fast-growing airline in- 
dustry.” What airline industry? North- 
west Airlines? 
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25% more of these would fly over surrounding cities by the year 2000. 


From all the information that | can 
gather (and | am sure it is not complete 
because | can’t get certain people like 
Wayne County Executive Ed McNamara 
to return a call — his press secretary 
will, but that does me no good), it ap- 
pears that the County is putting all its 
eggs into one basket with the Airport 
expansion, and that basket is North- 
west. That is what appears to be hap- 
pening on the surface. 

The News article also said that Air- 
port traffic is expected to increase by 
25% by the year 2000. Just what cities 
surrounding the Airport need — more 
noise, more pollution, and more crime! 

| am not against progress! What | 
am against is “progress” that is injuri- 
ous to the health, welfare, and lifestyle 
of the everyday citizen. 

No one will more readily admit that 
more business needs to be brought into 
the communities surrounding the Air- 
port, especially Romulus and Huron 
Township, but is this the way to do it? 

‘The News says, “Expansion is a 
major milestone in efforts to diversify 
Wayne County’s economy.” That may 
be true, but will all that expansion re- 
duce our taxes? Will it improve our 


roads? Will it improve our lifestyles, or 
those of our children? Will it, in fact, 
improve the unemployment situation 
in the cities surrounding Metro? At this 
point in time, | must say that the an- 
swer is a resounding “NO!” 

The News also says that an addi- 
tional 22,000 jobs will be created by the 
expansion of the Airport. My question is 
this: What kind of jobs, and for whom? 
How many people in the surrounding 
communities will qualify for those jobs? 

As the News stated, for the first time 
in history, an organization called CAAN 
(Citizens Against Aircraft Noise) has 
collected enough signatures to put this 
bond issue on the ballot and let the citi- 
zens decide what they would like to see 
happen. 

In articles published in the News 
and the Detroit Free Press, the Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA) said that 
they are reviewing their policy and have 
promised to get back with a report by 
December 1. Doesn’t that seem just a 
little strange to you? Why are they wait- 
ing until a month after the election to 
get back with the people? Could it pos- 
sibly be that they are dubious about 
the outcome of the election, and do not 
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want to totally commit themselves as 
far as flight plans and noise problems 
are concerned? 

Everyone wants to blame City Hall 
— especially the Romulus Gity Hall and 
Romulus Mayor Beverly McAnally — for 
the noise problems. Sorry, but there is 
absolutely nothing that any mayor — 
McAnally or anyone else — can do con- 
cerning the noise and pollution at the 
Airport. It’s all in the hands of the FAA 
and County Executive McNamara. 

There are phone numbers you can 
call to comptain about flight patterns 
and noise pollution. Guess where your 
call winds up? Either at the tower at 
Metro Airport, where no one can help 
you, or on an answering machine where 
you can leave a message, which is then 
put into a computer for later analysis. 
When | called that particular number 
and asked about what happens after 
the analysis, | could not get a reason- 
able answer and was told to call one of 
the bigwigs in Chicago (as if anyone in 
Chicago cares about the noise problem 
in Romulus). 


While a CAAN representative sat 
in my office, almost in tears, | called 
several numbers — and got absolutely 
no reasonable response. | called Ed 
McNamara’s office. Allegedly, he was 
not there. His press secretary called 
back while | was out. Sorry, but his 
press secretary can’t answer the ques- 
tions that need to be addressed; only 
McNamara can. 

1am asking you to vote “no” on the 
bonding proposal for the Airport expan- 
sion and continue to vote ‘‘no” every 
time it comes up, if it ever does again, 
until the County and the FAA can give 
us all the facts, which they have failed 
to do at this point. (At least, they have 
failed to give us those facts that would 
cause us all to vote for an improve- 
ment.) Remember: If you do not vote 
“no,” there are enough people outside 
the Airport area who will vote “yes” 
and get it passed. 

If you decide that you don’t want the 
Airport expansion to continue, get out 
and vote. The problems are not going 
to go away unless you do vote. This is 
one time that your vote really does 
count.

Three weeks from today, on Novem- 
ber 6, 1990, the citizens of Romulus will 
help decide their school district’s future 
for well into the twenty-first century. 

On election day, Romulus voters will 
be asked to approve three (3) separate 
propositions: a) to renew present oper- 
ating funds for ten (10) additional years 
at no increase in the tax rate; b) to add 
and restructure all schools with modern 
state-of-the-art technology at no. in- 
crease in the tax rate; and c) to build 
and equip a natatorium (pool) for stu- 
dent and community use at a cost of 
between $25 and $50 per household 
each year. 

As the Board of Education and Ad- 
ministrators provide information and ex- 
periences for all citizens through school 
open houses, many legitimate and im- 
portant questions are raised. Here are 
some of those questions and our an- 
swers to them. 

Q. Howcan we restructure and add 
technology to all of our schools without 
raising taxes? 

A. The debt fund to pay off the 
bonds would be extended seventeen 
(17) years (year 2001-2018) without in- 
creasing the tax rate. The tax base in 
the City has grown quickly and these 
new businesses share the cost of repay- 
ment of the bonds. For these reasons, _

your tax rate would not be increased. 

Q. What is meant by computer-aid- 
ed instruction? 

A. Computer-aided instruction is 
the use of the power, program, and 
memory of a computer to deliver inter- 
active instruction to each student ina 
classroom. The software provides indi- 
vidual instruction at the proper level of 
understanding for each student. It is our 
intention to have computers in every 
classroom to aid in student instruction 
and for teacher use. (For a hands-on 
demonstration, call your neighborhood 
school.) 

Q. How long will all these changes 
take to complete? 

A. The planis to start new construc- 
tion in the spring of 1991. Restructuring 
and new equipment will be phased into 
Programs during school vacation or 
summer months. A target date for com- 
pletion of the total project is the 1993-94 
school year. 

Q. Where will the natatorium (pool) 
be built? 

A. The Board of Education voted, on 
September 24, 1990, to build the nata- 
torium next to the High School on 
Wayne Road. 

Q. Who will use the natatorium? 

A. The natatorium will be used as 
a teaching classroom during the day. 
All Romulus citizens will be able to use 
the facility at other times when it is not 
used by students. 

Q. What will be done with the heat- 
ing system at the High School? 

A. The heating system will be up- 


graded at the High School and all other 
schools.

Drunken drivers have killed or seri- 
ously injured thousands of people on 
Michigan roadways. The FBI calls drunk 
driving the number-one violent crime in 
the United States. Half of all fatal crashes 

‘in Michigan involve alcohol. 

Inan effort to make Michigan’s drunk- 
en-driving laws even tougher, House 
lawmakers unanimously passed a pack- 
age of legislation that calls for stiffer 
penalties and closes legal loopholes 
in the existing law. 

Underthe proposed legislation, first- 
time drunken-driving offenders would 





TRAFFIC STOP

With winter rapidly approaching, 
it's time to start thinking about extra, 
added hazards motorists must contend 
with on the roadways. Not only do the 
snow, ice, sleet, cold, and salt play 
havoc with our cars, they make driving 
more dangerous. If you’ve driven in the 
winter before, start thinking back to how 
it differs from summer driving and how 
much more cautious you’ve had to be. 

For those of you who are going to ex- 

perience your first winter of driving, or 

for you experienced drivers who needa 
refresher, please remember these sim- 
ple rules: 

« Slow down. Rain, snow, sleet, and 
ice increase your stopping distance 
dramatically. 

° Fog, with or without the above ele- 
ments, decreases visibility. 


° Bridge overpasses are extremely slip- 


pery due to the cold blowing under- 
neath them.

penalties for second offenders. Persons 
convicted a second time could be 
sentenced to 48 hours of consecutive 
jail time or 10 days of community service. 
Individuals with open intoxicants in their 
vehicles would be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and receive two points on their 
driver license. “Hardship” appeals and 
restorations of suspended and revoked 
licenses by the courts would be totally 
eliminated. 

Drunken drivers who are responsible 
for someone’s death are now charged 
with vehicular negligent homicide, a

two-year felony, or manslaughter, a 15- 
year felony, which is more difficult to 
prove. Under the legislation, a person 
could be charged with a 15-year felony 
specifically for drunken driving that re- 
sulted in a death. 


Causing serious injury while driving 
drunk now usually results in a 90-day 
misdemeanor charge. Under the new 
measures, Causing serious injury in an 
accident would result in a five-year fel- 
ony charge. 


This legislation would take drunk- 
en-drivers off the road swiftly and set 
harsher fines and penalties, which prom- 
ise areal solution to a tragic, growing 
problem.

Point of Law 





To qualify to serve as a juror, an in- 
dividual must be aU.S. citizen, 18 years 
of age or older, and a resident of the 
county, district, or municipality of the 
court for which he/she is selected. The 
individual must speak English and be 
physically and mentally able to perform 
the duties of a juror. The individual must 
not have served as a juror in the preced- 
ing 12 months or be under a sentence 
for a felony at the time of jury selection. 
A person who is 70 or more years old 
may claim exemption from jury duty. 

Costs are generally awarded to the 
prevailing party in a civil action. Al- 
though a litigant’s expenses include 
attorney fees, the term costs do not or- 
dinarily include attorney fees. 

Generally, courts refuse to allow 
the recovery of attorney fees, unless 
the allowance of the fees is expressly 
authorized by statute or court rule. 

The rationale of not permitting the 
recovery of attorney fees is the chilling 
effect it would have on a person’s right 
of access to the courts.

Legislation Helps Adult Foster-care 
Placement 
State lawmakers have approved a 
bill that would allow placement of dis- 
abled adults in a children’s licensed 
‘foster-care home, to be decided ona 
case-by-case basis. It is often difficult 
to find placement for adults with ex- 
treme mental and physical disabilities. 
* Under the new legislation, handicapped 
adults and children could be placed in 
the same facility in these instances. 
Bill Creates Open Supply for Gasoline 
Retailers 
Legislation that would create an 
“open supply” policy for retail gasoline 
dealers has been approved by the House. 
Currently all service station franchisees 
are required to purchase their gasoline 
from a designated regional supplier. 
Under this legislation, franchisees could 
buy gasoline from the supplier of their 
brand of gasoline who offers the lowest 
price. 
Legislation Promotes Composting 
In an effort to reduce the amount 
of waste going into landfills and to pro- 
tect the State’s air quality, Michigan 
., lawmakers have approved two bills that 
would encourage people and communi- 
ties to start composting programs. Re- 
cent studies in Michigan found about 
15% of our landfill space is taken up by 
yard wastes, such as.grass clippings, 


leaves, and small branches. Under the 
legislation, hauling yard waste to a land- 
fill will be prohibited and open burning 
will be banned unless specifically al- 
lowed by local law. 
Legislation Streamlines Regulation of 
Health-care Professionals 

The House has passed a package 
of bills that would streamline the li- 
censure and discipline systems for the 
more than 200,000 licensed health care 
professionals in Michigan. The package 
of bills is in answer to numerous com- 
plaints that the current procedures are 
cumbersome and ineffective. 


Legislation Toughens Drunken-driving 
Penalties 

Inaneffortto make Michigan's drunk- 
en-driving laws even tougher, House 
lawmakers unanimously passed a pack- 
age of legislation that calls for stiffer 
penalties and would close legal loop- 
holes in the existing law. Among the 
provisions — first-time drunken-driving 
offenders would lose their license for 
30 days without exception and without 
the possiblity of getting a restricted 
license.
